VARSITY BASKETBALL 

By winning thirty-one consecutive games before losing to Anderson High School 
Indians in the final game of the Indiana High School Basketball tournament, the Jef- 
fersonville High School Red Devils hung up a record that has never been equalled in 
the history of Indiana basketball. 

The Demons had defeated the Indians by two points on February 2 at the Ander- 
son High School gymnasium. It was this game and a seven-point victory over the 
1933-34 State Champion Logansport High School team at the Berry Bowl on December 
22, that caused our Red Devils to share the post of favoritism for several weeks before 
tournament play began. 

Jeffersonville made the largest score of any of the seven hundred and eighty-four 
teams that took part in sixty-four sectional tournaments throughout the State. A week 
later, the Demons made the greatest number of points of any of the sixty-four teams 
that participated in sixteen regional meets. At the State finals, held at the spacious 
Butler Field House, Indianapolis, the Red Devils were unfortunate in getting in the 
tough bracket but again they came through until the final game. Having advanced to 
the semi-finals in 1934, the boys this year had set their hearts on a State championship. 
Although they fell short, they made a record of which to be proud. 

They were admired everywhere they played for their clean sportsmanship.

As the music department grows it will endeavor to reward 
the students each year in a fitting manner aside from the award to be given at gradu- 
ation.
